House Proceedings 


The Appropriation Bills Up 
For Debate. 


Another Day of the Tariff in 
Committee. 


A Strong Opposition "evelops Which May 
Lead to Furt!« r M fiiications ia the 
Wilsou Bi —ihe Sugar 
Scuedule. 

By Telegraph from the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, March 4.—There will 
be a lull in the House for’ severa! 
weeks after the excitement that has 
existed since the holidays. It is the 
intention of the House managers to 
push the consideration of the appropria- 
tion bills to the exclusion of every-.

thing else during the coming week. 


Two days, probably three, will be 
taken to complete the consideration of 
the Pension Appropriation Bill. After 
it is disposed of the District of Colum- 
bia and consular and diplomatic bills 
will consume the balance of the week. 
When these .are completed the election 
cases will be taken up, and then the 
House will return to other appropria- 
tion bills. 

The Democratic members of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance find it nec- 
essary to take at least one more day 
to consider the tariff bill before pre- 
senting it to the full committee. They 
had been anxious to complete the bill 
vestertay so as to be able to lay it 
before the fulf committee tomorrow, 
and they did not relax in this purpose 
until the last moment before complet- 
ing their work yesterday, but they 
found that it had been necessary to 
give so much time to Senators who 
wanted to be heard on various schedules 
that they had comparatively little 
time for consultation. ‘ 

The contest between the members of 
the committee and the discontented 
element has been very sharp. Senators 
Hill, Gorman, Brice, White, Caffery 
and Smith constitute an influence which 
the committee is finding difficult to re- 
sist. Sugar is. still the most disturb- 
ing element with which the committee 
has beer. called upon to deal, and there 
is far greater trouble in fixing a rate 
satisfactory to the refiners than to the 
planters. 


DARK DEEDS. ~ 


Lawyer Boyd Whips Mrs. Boice and the 
Lattcr Shoots at Him. 

LOUISVILLE, March 4.—A special 
from Clarksville, Tenn., says that Mrs. 
Ellen Boice attempted the assassina- 
tion of G. O. Boyd, a colored lawyer 
of wide reputation, today. Boyd had 
trouble with the woman regarding a 
report she had circulated against him, 
and last night administered a severe 
whipping. This morning the quarrel 
was renewed, and Boyd whipped her 
a second time. Securing a _ revolver, 
she fired at him twice, but missed. 

Boyd represented this section at the 
last Republican National Convention. 
He seconded Gen. Harrison’s nomina- 
tion from the Tennessee delegation, 
and was one of the committee that 
waited upon Whitelaw Reid to notify 
him of his being the choice for second 
place. 


BUYING IMMUNITY. 


Well-to-do Frenchmen Bribe Anarchists to’. 
Let Them Alone. 

PARIS, March 4.—(2y Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) Thirteen Anarchists were ar- 
rested today. The police made a 
search of the lodgings occupied by the 
prisoners, and seized a quantity of ex- 
plosives. 

Recent searches by the police dis- 
closed that a number of well-to-do per- 
scns have given money to the Anarch- 
ists, with a view to insure themselves 
against outrages. Among those who 
have paid are many priests.

ENFORCING ORDER. 


Fourteen Arrests of Eagle Mine Rioters --The 
Sheriff and Militia. 
CHARLESTON (W. Va.,) March 4.— 
Affairs at Eagle and Montgomery are 
becoming more complicated, though 
there has been no fresh violence. This_ 
morning Gov. McCorkle received a tele- 
gram from Col. Hodges commanding 
the military at Eagle, stating that the 
town authorities of Montgomery were 
interfering With the Sheriff in the dis- 
charge of his duties. The Governor wired 
Col. Hodges to aid the Sheriff in every 
way necessary to the full execution of 
the law. He also sent his ahief of 
staff, Col. R. S. Carr, to Montgomery 
with instructions to urge Hodges to 
show no hesitancy in extending to civil 
officers whatever aid should be neces- 
sary in the execution of the warrants. 
The Sheriff made fourteen arrests last 
night and today, and is now on the way 
to Fayetteville with his prisoners. The 
authorities fear an attempt will be 
made ‘to rescue the prisoners on their 
way to the county seat. Meanwhile, ar- 
rests will still be made at Montgomery.

TORN APART. 


The Loss 


of the Transport 
Venus. 


A Terrific Explosion is Heard and the Ves- 
sel’s After Part is Seen to Sink— 
Whisky Los:s a 
Baffle. 


By Telegraph from the Associated Pross. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Feb. 26.—(By 
Brazilian Cable, via Montevideo, March 
4. Associated Press copyright, 1894.) 
The reports of the loss of the rebel 
transport Venus have been confirmed, 
but the details are yet meager. Friday 
morning the armed rebel transport Ju- 
pitor Marte and the Venus opened a 
bombardment against the government 
batteries and quite a lively fire was 
exchanged. Suddenly there was a ter- 
rific roar heard above the booming of 
guns and it was seen, as the smoke 
cleared away, that an explosion had 
cecurred on the Venus. The vessel 
had been torn in half-.and almost im- 
mediately the stern half went to the 
bottom. The bow part was on fire, 
and in a few minutes the flames were 
raging furiously. This portion of the 
Venus floated for half an hour and then 
went down. 

The Venus was commanded by Capt. 
Vasconcellos. He, with three officers 
and twenty-nine men, made up the 
crew. Every soul on board was lost. 
Some of the crew could be seen for a 
time on the forward part of the vessel 
and efforts were made to rescue them, 
but the boats were slow and the men 
on the wreck were forced by fire into 
the water. Before they could be 
reached all went down. 

The most probable theory of the 
explosion is that a sMOt from the bat- 
teries struck the boat amidship and 
tore through the hull and boiler. It is 
not thought the magazine exploded, for 
the smoke of the explosi6n was red- 
dish-brown and the smoke of powder is 
gray. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, March 4.—It is 
generally believed that the insurrection 
here and in the south is virtually 
over. The rebels are losing at all 
points. By far the most bloody battle 
that has been fought during the revo- 
lution took place early on the morn- 
ing of February 9 at Armacao Moun- 
tain, when the insurgents lst 250 men. 
The rebels at first repulsed the govern- 
ment trceops, but the discovery of a 
large supply of whisky proved fatal to 
the attacking force. 

The rebels devoted themselves to 
whisky with the result that in a very 
short time many of them were placed 
hors de combat. It was while the 
greater number of the rebels were hope- 
lessly intoxicated that the severe loss 
was inflicted upon them by the gov- 
ernment troops.

LONDON, March 4.—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) Mr. Gladstone today wrote to 
Lord Roseberry congratulating him 
upon accession to the premiership. In 
his letter Mr. Gladstone promised to 
aid the new Prime Minister whenever 
his assistance was asked. It is under- 
stood that Roseberry’s communication 
to Sir William Vernon Harcourt has 
resulted in the latter consenting to 
retain his position as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer and to accepting the 
government leadership in the House 
of Commons. 

Lord Roseberry was busily engaged 
all day. Herbert Asquith, the Home 
Secretary, and Earl Spencer, First Lord 
of Admiralty, visited him and remained 
for some time; afterward Roseberry 
called upon the Earl of Kimberly and 
offered him the post of Foreign Secre- 
tary. Roseberry has been the recipient 
of many congratulatory letters and 
dispatches. Among those tele- 
grophed were the Prince and Princess 
of Wales. 

Hundreds of letters and telegrams 
expressing regret because of his re- 
tirement from office were received by 
Mr. Gladstone. The ex-Prime Minister 
attended church twice today He 
looked remarkably well. Mrs. Glad- 
stone has not yet entirely recovered 
from her recent indisposition. The 
Naticnalists propose to present Mr. 
Gladstone an address in recognition 
of the great services that he has ren- 
dered to’ the Irish cause. The speech 
from the throne proroguing Parliament 
was signed by the Queen yesterday. 
The speech is the last official document 
prepared by Mr. Gladstone. It briefly 
refers to the protracted and laborious 
character of the session. 
stated that Mr. and Mrs. Gladstone 
will go Tuesday to Brighton and that 
they will spend Easter at Hawarden 
Castle. 

Prime Minister Roseberry held his 
first Cabinet council this afternoon. 
All the ministers were present except 
Mr. Asquith and Henry Fowler, presi- 
dent of the local government ‘board. 
Upon its conclusion Lord Roseberry 
sent a message to the Queen submitting 
the names of members of the new 
Cabinet.

They have just completed a tour of 
the Huachuca range from the post to 
below the Sonora line.

drumhead radish, the marrowfat 
Squash of commerce, the small yellow 
and the wart-covered pumpkin, the 
eighteen carrot and the painless water- 
melon. Mr. Morton will hereafter give 
more attention to the Canada thistle, 
it is presumed, and not sit up nights ad- 
dressing little flat paper parcels of 
seeds to people who wouldn't know 
whether they should be planted ifn 
pots or sown broadcast by the horny 
hand of toil. This act of the Secretary 
of Agriculture will also enable the 
_Postoffice Department to get the mails 
through in better shape, all of which is 
cause for congratulation, 


It is rejoiceful to learn that the Dem- 
ocrats of the Senate, thanks to the 
able efforts of “Our Steve,” are to per- 
mit the robber tariff to continue rob- 
bing so far as concerns Zante cur- 
rants and still wines in casks. But we 
cannot avcid speculating as to why, 
if it isa good thing to have a stout 
tariff on these products, it isn’t equally 
Important to protect the products of 
other States, the sheep pastures and 
the makers of American fabrics? If 
protection is a fraud, as the last na- 
tional Democratic platform asserted 
with considerable vehemence, the peo- 
ple who continue’to protect are acces- 
sories to the crime. But the fact is 
that plank in the platform was a fraud 
and the Democrats who voted for it 
knew as much. They are now practic- 
ing the act of crawling out of a small 
hole with sorry success. 


The government of far-off Persia has 
taken a stantl against silver that would 
geem to suit the most ardent gold-bug. 
It not only officially announces that 
the mint will no longer coin silver for 
the public, but that the importation of 
Silver is prohibited for the future, and 
that a month hence the authorities will 
treat as contraband all white metal 
not ordered by the mints. These con-

During the month of Janu- 
ary I spent several weeks in your 
beautiful city, visiting all the points of 
interest in the vicinity, and leaving 
for home with thoughts that the south- 
ern portion of our State was blessed 
with a yield of golden fruit. Several 
times have I visited ycur section of the 
State, so it is with the kindest wishes 
I pen these few lines to you. January 
was cold, very cold, with the moun- 
tains skirting your valleys covered 
with snow and the white frost on the 
walks in the morning. You all. saw 
these marks of winter—they caused in- 
numerable remarks as to the weather. 
But, since then, warm, balmy weather 
has cheered your hearts, and the past 
month has been lost sight of, I would 
judge, by the number of frcst-bitten or- 
anges shipped north. I tryst that the 
Eastern States are not receiving a like 
shipment. Oranges are sold in San 
Francisco today that are worthless, be- 
ing:@ mere pulp. They are not small, 


inferior ones, but lerge, fine-looking 
navels, d it is a lottery whether you 
obtain a return for your money at 20, 


30 or 50 cents:a dozen. Every one com- 
plains that the oranges are frost-bit- 
ten, and a great injustice is being done 
your section of the State by the grow- 
ers shipping worthless oranges to mar- 


ket. 

The city is filled with visitors at- 
tracted .to the Midwinter Fa‘r, who are 
loud in ecstacy over the display made by 
Southern California; but'how different 
are the oranges sold in the. marker; 
though the outer appearances are. the 


same. The injury to Southern Califor- 


nia will be great if irresponsible grow- 
ers ship from your vicinity oranges 
that it would be better if they were 
used to enrich the soil. Trusting that 
these few lines may have a tendency 
to stop any further shipments-of poor 
and worthless oranges.

10S ANGELES, March 4.—(To the 
.Editor.) Please correct a statement 
which. appeared in this morning’s issue 
in reference to county board certifi- 
cates. I heartily agree with the 
County Board of Education on the two 
years’ course of training for kindergar- 
ten teachers, having been the first in 
this State to require this two-year 
course in the Los Angeles training- 
school, four years ago, when I intro- 
duced the kindergartens into the public 
schools of our city. I do not believe in 
the injustice, however, of issuing cer- 
tificates to applicants of other train- 
ing-schools, whose, requirements are 
only one year's course, to the exclusion 
of the students of the Los Angeles 
school. I therefore asked that two 

rade certificates be issued—one on the 
ompletion of the first year’s work, en- 
titling the applicant to a position as as- 
sistant, the other on the completion of 
the full two years’ course, entitling the 
applicant to a position as director. of a 
kindergarten. I consider that the 
standard for a director must be higher 
than for an assistant, and, as our city 
board employs two grades of teachers 
in the city kindergartens, I asked that 
two certificates. might be granted.

Yesterday was the day for the annual 


| offering for foreign missions by the 


Christian churches of the United 
States. Apropos to the occasion, Rev. 
A. C. Smither preached a missionary 
sermon upon the growth of the king- 
dom of God, as set forthin the parables 
of the mustard seed and leaven. The 
one parable teaches its extensive 
growth, while the other one sets forth 
its intensive growth. As in the para- 
bles, the kingdom of God is produced 
by the introduction into the race of 
life. Something extraneous to man is 
introduced into man, and produces life 
in him. Outside of the gospel, no di- 
vine life can be introduced into man. 
This life, when introduced, produces 
fruit by growth from a small be- 
ginning. Such was the origin of Chris- 
tianity. Such are the charagteristics of 
nature. This growth is hidden, g@- 
ient, mysterious and yet powerful, suffi- 
cietly strong to eventually subjugate 
the whole kingdom of darkness to the 
power of Christ. 

As in leaven, this growth is accom- 
plished by one particle of flour imping- 
ing upon and affecting others, so God 
makes every converted man an 
evangelizing force. He cannot help 
bringing others to the same joy he 
has found for himee’f. By this means 
the whole lump of the race must 
eventually be leavened. 

Upon the church, then, depends the 
evangelization of the heathen nations. 
Since all cannot go, they can support 
those who make the heroic sacrifice 
in going. Only by this means can the 
world be brought to the cross of Christ. 

At the close of the discourse a lib- 
eral collection was taken for foreign 
missions. 

In the near future this congregation 
will begin the erection of a new and 
commodious house of worship, on the 
northwest corner of Hope and Eleventh 
steedts. it will supply a long-felt want, 
and will afford’ better facilities for 
this growing church. 

ENGLISH LUTHERAN CHURCH. 

At the English Latheran Church 
vesterday, the pastor, Rev. M. H. Stine, 
spoke on Psalms viii, 3: “When I con- 
sider the heavens the work of Ty 
fingers, what is man that Thou art 
mindful of him?’’ 

He said: “Astronomy is one of the 
the 
sciences. Yet it should have become 
@ science before it did. The stars as- 
cending the blue vault of heaven night 
after night should have been lamps 
aga the soul to the one infinite 


“We do not know how much of the 
wonders of astronomy David knew, 
but We do know that the text conttains 
2 sublime truth. Modern astronomy 
has taught us that our earth, in the 
great universe of words is only ag 
a pebble to the vast seashore. Whil« 
the naked eye can discern five to 
six thousand stars, the telescope reveals 
50,000,000. These, analogy teaches us, 
are the suns of systems, some of 

em mo doubt greater and grander 
than our own. It may be that these 
countless systems are the homes of 
animal and intellectual life. How in- 
finite in power and wisdom the being 
who created and upholds them! 

“This being is mindful of us. In the 
trials and disappolntments and _sor- 
rows of life we sometimes think that 
man is the creature of chance and 
the sport of faite, but sober second 
though: teaches us differemtly. The 
Seasons as they come and go, with 
their fruits and flowers, teach us that 
God, thinks of us. The great kingdoms 
of life; the animal and vegetable, which 
Support the physical life of man, 
teach the same truth. 

“But why does God think of us? 
We are created in His image. We 
are immortal. Who can define that 
word? What possibilities it involves! 
We see the development of which man 
is capable as he passes from childhood 
to manhood. We see what prog¢ress 
he has made during the centuries. What 
an eternity with not do 
for him? 

“If it were not for these infinite pos- 
sibilities, God woulhd not have mani- 
fested himseif in the flesh to redeem 
him. How important, therefore, that 
We neglect not our eternal welfare.’ 

_ UNITY CHURCH. ‘ 

A sermon on “Christ as the Revealer 
of Eternal Life’’ was preached by the 
pastor, J. S. Thomson, at the Unity 
Church yesterday, from the words: 
“This is life eternal that they might 
know Thee, the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom Thou hast sent,” 
John xvii, 3. 

The Mosaic account of man’s origin 
on the earth declares that God 
“breathed into his nostrils the breath 
of life,’’ that is, human life was to have 
numerous manifestations. The child is 
horn into the appetites, the senses, the 
instincts, the intellectual life, the spir- 
itual life, the moral life. He passes 
through these sin births when his edu- 
cation and growth are normal. The an- 
imal, natural or psychic man, has the 
first four births, and sensuousness com- 
mands his forces along the horizontal 
line of earthly things; but the spiritual 
man must pass through births into 
Spirituality and conscience, and consci- 
ence will direct his forces up the per- 
pendicular line of heavenly things. 
Christ was born again in the Jorda 
after his baptism of water. ‘‘Thou art 
My beloved son,’’ he then heard for 
the first time. He was God’s son be- 
fore, and He was moral and religious 
before; but His birth into the higher 
conciousness of God, of sonship took 
Place then. There i a parlor in ‘every 
soul that God's spirit only can fill and 
bless and, when we let the spirit in, the 
sense of our sonship is born in the soul. 
Several illustrations were given of this 
divine process. Christ pointed to a lit- 
tle child as a model saint, and said all 
souls would have to be like the child’s 
to enter heaven and he also said that 
the man must be born again, and the 
second childhood enriched with the ex- 
periences of life as the condition for 
heaven. Three agencies for this spiritual 
birth are, the gospel, Christ's life and 
experience. ‘To know God is to experi- 
ence him physically, intellectually or 
spiritually. The boy who has committed 
the Twenty-third Psalm to memory has 
an intellectual knowledge of it; but, 
when he has passed through life for 
years he knows it from experience. No 


soul” can enter heaven before 
it is  spiritualized. The psychic 
man does not go to hell, for 


he may be comfortable and happy 
in his sensuous life. But he shuts him- 
self out of heaven and its splendors 
and glories. He feels no loss, because 
his eyes never saw the light. Christ’s 
charge to Peter, as a proof of hig‘ love? 
was to feed Christ’s lambs, and it is 
our incumbent duty to train our child- 


ren to feel the eternal life in their

TRINITY M. E. CHURCH. oe 
Rev. A. C. Bane preached*at Trinity 
Methodist Episcopal Church on the 
subject, ‘Under Niagara Falls,” taking 
for his text, “I the Lord will hotd 
thy hand and will keep thee,” Isaiah 
xlii, 6 There is a Spiritual life as 
well as a physical life. God is in 
heaven, but is as well here interested 
in the minutest affairs of human life. 
There is nothing lasting except the. 
spiritual. The fostering spirit will p’o- 
tect and care for all who put them- 
selves under His direction. We has the 
power of the Creator and the hursing 
tenderness of the mother. God comes 
to minister unto us so tenderly, so 
helpful. He will lead us by the hand 
and keep us. Christ the Guie is able 
to carry us in safety. We must first 
accept as truth the power and fidelity 
of God to lead us. The universe shows 
the power. Each song of the redeemed 
whether in heaven or upon earth, in 
Christian land or missionary field de- 
clares He is faithful to save to the ut- 
termost,. The guide under Niagara 
must have our confidence in his capac- 
ity and in his fidelity. Christ demands 
the same trust in Him. The guide 
supplies you garments like his own to 
wear. His was a rubber garment, not 
such as men usually wear. So with the 
garment of righteousness, so unlike 
the robes of the world, but you must 
put on this robe of Christ that you 
may go unscathed through the tribu- 
lations of this life. Christ will be 
proud of you, whether or no the world 


approves your garments. You 
put yourself into the hands of

It is 
dangerous to go where the guide does 
not lead you. Soin this life you stray 
into beautiful nooks and by-paths, but 
your guide is not there. Go only where 


welcome each other. Look for the 
footsteps of the Savior, and go where 
He goes. The guide takes interest in 
you and watches over you. The look 
from Jesus awaiting you gives courage 
and comfort to each follower. Each 
Tuesday night in the prayer-mecting 
Jesus our Guide lets us get very near 
to Him and whispers comfort into our 
souls. Under Niagara the guide directs 
that we join hands at the Cave of the 
Winds, so Christ directs fellowship in 
the church of God, joining of hands 
to strengthen and give security the 
one to the other. You might cross the 
ocean alone in a canoe, but how greatly 
would the security of your voyage bé« 
increased if made with companions in a 
recular steamship.

The people who 
are always waiting to do some great 
thing never accomplish anything. One 
of the secrets of success in life is do- 
ing what you do well, ho matter how 
small it may be. Our Lord gave more 
prominence to cups of cold water and 
garments made for the poor, and car- 
ing for little ones, than he did to 
building great palaces. The world is 
rushing wildly, today, after something 
great. Importance may be attached, 
however, to little things. Greece, the 
mother of philosophy and art for all 
time is not one-half the _ size of 
Scotland; Rome, the mighty mistress 
of the world, was only a city of Italy; 
Palestine, the birthplace of our Lord 
and the cradle of revelation, is about 
the size of Wales. Christ compared 
the kingdom of God to a mere mustard 
seed. The world, like Naaman, looks 
for some great thing—something that 
would attract attention. We fail to 
observe that the grandest results have 
ever been accomplished by what 
scemed little things. Creation was «c- 
complished by a word. The destiny 
of Bgypt hung on a child's tear—Moses 
weeping in the bulruehes. David slew 
Goliath with a sling, and delivered Is- 
rael. The battle of Waterloo was set- 
tled by a “few drops of w-iter’’ and 
the sweep of a boy’s hand, pointing 
Blucher quickly across the field. Dor- 
cas’s needie flashed out in oriental sun- 
light, stimulating Christian benevo- 
lence, building poorhouses and orphan 
asyiums. All these little things may 
be commonptace, but when used of 
God how wonderful their influence. 
The kingdom of God will never come 
in power so long as Christians wait 
to do some great thing.

-BASTERN ROADS, 


They are Anxious to Stop 
the Rate War. 


None of Them are Able to 
| Stand the Strain. 


A Retrospect of the Lively Skirmish 
in the Year 1886. 


When ‘Tickets Sold for a Dollar from the 
Missouri River to California—How 
the State Derived Profit— 
Scrap Heap. 


The San Francisco Bulletin prints 
this interesting bit of history of the 
great rate war in 1886, which is espe- 
cially timely now that a repetition of 
the occurrences may be expected: 

“In February, 1886, the dissolution of 
the Transcontinental Association in 
New York precipitated a railroad war 
that resulted in much benefit to Cali- 
fornia, and particularly the southern 
part of the State. ; 

“The war began with a material cut 
in passenger rates to all Eastern points 
over the Central Pacific and Union 
Pacific. The other roads involved in 
the contest were the Southern Pacific, 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy, Den- 
ver and Rio Grande, Northeren Pacific, 
Atlantic and Pacific, Atchison, Topeka 
and Santa Fe and the Texas Pacific. 

“The principal battle-ground was the 
territory between the Pacific and the 
Missouri River. What was known as 
the ‘Iowa pool,’ embracing the roads 
between the river and Chicago, went 
to pieces about this time, adding to the 
general conflict for business. The Cen- 
tral an@Union Pacific combined against 
the Atlantic and Pacific and _ the 


Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, now 


collectively known as the Santa Fe. 

“When the war began the rates for 
single first-class limited tickets to New 
York were $113.25 and to Boston $115.25. 
These figures were first cut to $79.50 
and $81.50 respectively. Tickets of the 
game description to Omaha were re- 
duced from $84 to $50. 

“Immediately following the reduction 
of passenger rates the cutting of the 
freight tariffs began, to the extent of 
from 10 to 25 per cent. at the outset. 

“The Atlantic and Pacific and the 
Santa Fe, acting together, made a keen 
fight for Southern California business. 
That was then new territory which they 
had invaded by means of the Southern 
California, now operated as a branch 
of the great Santa Fe system. 

“When the war broke cutthe Bulletin 
predicted that the old rates would 
never be restored—a forecast whose 
correctness is illustrated by the fa:t 
that the first cut-rate of those days aft- 
erward became the regular full rates. 
Thus the first heavy cut frcem $84 to $50 
to and from the Missouri River has 
never been repaired, the latter figure 
being established at the close of the 
war, and since remaining in force. 
Now that the rate has been cut to $20 
it may never go back to $50. 

“In the war of 1886 the Southern Pa- 
cific took the aggressive, the Atchison 
and the Atlantic and Pacific meeting all 
cuts as fast as they were made. Rates 
on both passenger and freight traffic 
went down steadily. Early in March 
the Atlantic and Pacific cut under the 
rates of the Southern Pacific. © 

“A few weeks after the war began 
tickets to Kansas City were sold in Los 
Angeles at the nominal rate of $1. 

“During one week in March the num- 
ber of arrivals here from the East by 
rail was 3000, mostly representing a 
permanent gain to the State. 

“The low freight rates soon had the 
effect of clearing the local markets of 
the California canned goods, dried 
fruits and wines awaiting shipment. 

“On March 17, 1886, the Bulletin re- 
marked: ‘The bottom has seemingly 
dropped out of the passenger business, 
searcely any tickets being sold. The 
war has continued so long that it 
hardly creates any unusual interest. 
The fare to Omaha is $5, and sleeping- 
car charges are $14 for a single berth. 
The fare to Chicago is $17.50, and sleep- 
ing-car charges $17.’ 

“These were about ‘bed-rock’ figures. 
The rate to the Missouri River did not 
fall below $5 from this city. 

“On April 15 it was announced that 
the reason fares were rising was that 
the roads could not get Pullman and 
other cars enough to oarry the passen- 
gzers who wanted to come at the low 
rates. The cars then running carried 
many passengers who stood for many 
hours because they could find no seats. 

“Passengers had to wait three days 
in Kansas City before they could ob- 
tain berths, and the Southern Pacifié 
borrowed cars from all sources. Some 
of the trains from Ogden brought as 
many as eight hundred people each. 
Railroad men then estimated that the 
total receipts were paying expenses, 
owing to the magnitude of the traffic, 
although the fare was only $5 from 
Omaha. The local travel in the State 
was enormous, and in this way the 
Southern Pacific was making money. 

“At one time in April there were 2000 
passengers in Ogden awaiting transpor- 
tation to California, All sorts of rough 
excursion cars were used to bring out 
this’ multitude. 

“On April 21 news came from New 
York thatt the Atchison had advanced 
its rate to $30 for limited first-class 
tickets from the Missouri River to 
California, with a rebate of $10. The 
other two roads advancéd rates in’ the 
Same proportion, and freight rates were 
also raised. Past-bound rates were ad- 
vanced about the same time. The war 
was practically over, and the roads

THE PRATT HEIRS. 


A Statement Piled in \lameda County by the 
Guardian 

The San Francisco C 
day says: 

“Annie M. Pratt and Orville C. Pratt 
are minors and residents of Alameda 
county. They will make a claim ‘to a 
large portion of the estate of Annie A. 
Pratt, who died at Los, Angeles last 
February, leaving an estate valued at 
$600,000, over which there 1s now a 
contest. E. L. Campbell, guardian of 
the minovs, filed a report in- the Ala- 
meda Superior Court yesterday, show- 
ing just what the children have in pros- 
pect. Orville C. Pratt, the grandfather 
of the children, died in San Frantisco 
on October 28, 1891. In his will he gave 
the mother ‘of the minors a home at 
Fruitland @nd 640 acres of land in 
Butte county. This property was given 
for the maintenance and education of 
the minors until they arrived at the 
age of 25 years. Then the home and 
land is to go to the children in fee 
simple absolute. The minors were also 
given one-quarter of the residue of the 
estate, but this was left in trust to F. 
C. Lusk, A. H. Crew and John Bidwell, 
who were to ‘hold the same for seven 
years and then distribute it to the 
‘two children, share and share alike. 

“Annie A. Pratt, the grandmother of 
the children, left a will which has been 
presented for probate. The guardian 
says that if Mrs. Pratt died intestate 
the children would be entitled to one- 
half of the estate because they would 
take the share of their father, Charles 
Pratt, who is dead. The other half 
would go to Lucy C. Goodspeed, a 
daughter of Mrs. Pratt. But Mrs. Pratt 
did leave a will, and made bequests 
aggregating $225,000. The undivided 
one-half of the residue of her estate 
was bequeathed to her son Charles, 
now deceased. His two children, how-

in the estate. Charles P. Pratt, Louise 
G. Cross and Lucy C. Goodspeed are 
named as executors in the will. There 
has been a great deal of trouble over 
Mrs. Pratt’s estate. The guardian 
simply reports the matter to the court 
in order that the judge may be advised 
of the condition of the estate of the 
two minors. Some day the children will 
be rich.”’ 


STETSON’S WOES. 


He Will Contest His Wife’s Suit: 


for Divorce. 


The Husband's Side of the Home Life of 


the Mismated Couple—Some of 
the Idiosyncrasies of 
Genius. 


It appears that Mrs. Charlotte Per- 
kins Stetson, dress reformer, poetess 
and apostle of physical culture, is not 
to have plain sailing in her suit for di- 
vorce. Her artist husband has been 
heard from, and will make a contest, 
as will be seen from the San Francisco 
Chronicle of Saturday: 

“G. Walt Stetson, the ‘poor artist’ 
of Providence, will give legal battle to 
his wife, Charlotte P. Stetson, the po- 
etess and physical culturist. fae * 
Beatty, the attorney, received a com- 
munication from the husband yesterday 
retaining him as counsel in the divorce 
proceedings instituted by the _ wife. 
The artist finds himself in the same po- 
sition in which he placed his better 
half a year ago last December, when 
he made her the defendant in a divorce 
suit. At that time Stetson ,was the 
martyr and the injured party. The 
testimony introduced was rich and 
racy, but, at the conclusion of the case, 
the court was in doubt, and the couple 
were advised to try domestic bliss once 
more. 

The artist went back to his brush 
and palette, and the poetess to her 
poems and physical culture. It was 
cnly a short time, though, when the 
couple again agreed to disagree, and 
Mrs. Stetson came to the Corst with 
her child and poured out her soul and 
her experiences in poetry. She claims, 
in her petition for a divorce, that her 
husband could not support her. When 
the husband brought suit he said that 
he could not endure her, let alone sup- 
port her. 

“Mr. Stetson’s objections to his wife 
were that she was a suppcrter of Bel- 
lamy, an advocate of dress reform, and 
a crank on physical culture. Like all 
true artists, Stetson was wedded to his 
art, and the wife objected to moral big- 
amy in the family. She sought recrea- 
tion for herself, and from all accounts 
the honeymoon waned to a crescent in 
a short time. The artist complained 
that his wife was too busy to live with 
him. They were married in May, 1882. 
At that time the craze for pugilism 
was rampant in all its glory. Whether 
this had anything to do with shaping 
the budding poetess’ ideas is not known. 
But, at any rate, she joined a gymna- 
sium and rapidly developed into a very 
muscular young woman. She discarded 
corsets and said that it was an un- 
healthful thing to wear a waist belt. 
The husband also dwelt upon the in- 
crease of her biceps and her powerful 
right, and declared that she wore fine 
calf shoes without heels. 

“Mrs. Stetson said that she wanted 
to show American women how to dress, 
how to become strong and healthy, so 
that children might be born to them 
without costing them their health. The 
couple lived together, despite the re- 
former’s eccentricities, until July,- 1889. 
At that time Mrs. Stetson’s literary 
labors engrossed so much of her atten- 
tions that her artist husband proved de 
trop. She told him, he says, that she 
was to busy to give any attention to 
him, so she selected her apartments in 
the house and gave the rest of the res- 
idence to him. She went on developing 
her muscle, studying up new dress re- 
forms, and plunging into poetry at the 
same time. She was a wife in name 
only until January, 1890. At that time 
she concluded that her husband was 
too near her that the house was not, 
in fact, big enough to hold both of 
them. Then she concluded that Provi- 
dence, and finally all Rhode Island, was 
not large enough to accommodate two 
people of such widely divergent ideas. 
She came West he says, and brought 
her physical culture, her dress reforms 
and all her effects with her. 

“Mrs, Stetson at the time the divorce 
proceedings were brought was not at 
all concerned about it. It was under- 
stood between them both, and all that 
was necessary was toestablish sufficient 
grounds for an action. Hu and 
wife, she said, were the best of friends.

CHINESE LOTTERIES. 


A Difficult Problem for 
the Police. 


Why It is Almost Impossible to 
- Get Evidence. 


- 


Safeguards Employed by the Wily 
Heathen. 


The Evil Can, However, Be Suppressed if 
the Council Will Enact the Or- 
Ginance Suggested by 

Chief Glass.- 


Of all the kinds of gambling carried 
on in Chinatown the lottery business 
Is. perhaps, the most extensive, and 
at the same time, as matters at pres- 
ent are, it is one of the most difficult 
to suppress. _ 

To the uninitiated it seems very 
Btrange that lottery tickets are for sale 
openly in most of the Chinese stores 
and under the very eyes of the po-. 
lice. Afiter seeing the tickets on sale, 
exposed sé opéniy, one who does not un- 
derstand the-situation would think the’ 
officers recreant in the discharge of 
their duty, when, as a matter of. fact, 
the officers are doing all that ‘can be 
done by them to suppress the evil. 

Wily John is especially wily in the 
Matter of seHing these tickets,- and 
wor a uniformed police officer to wit- 
mess the sale of them in such a man- 
mer that by his testimony in court he 
Can secure a conviction is almost an 
impossibility. For an officer -to bard 
Where he can actually see the drawing 
by which the prize ticket is deter- 
ag is still further out of the ques- | 

As is well understood by many, 
m Ohinese lottery ticket is a piece of 
paper containing eighty Chinese char- 
acters—fonty ‘above a line across the 
middie of the ticket and forty below. 
The buyer of a ticket marks ten of’ 


the eighty characters, and the one who 
Sells it Marks another ticket, which 
he keeps, to correspond with the 


ticket purchased. Just before. the time 
of the drawing, which is held by each 
lottery company twice per day, all of 


+ winning will be 20 cents. 


chosen bowl. An announcement of 
the spotts selected in this. manner is 
then sent to the stores where tickets 
have been sold for this perticular draw- 
ing. ; 

If a person has bought a 10-cent 
ticket, and five of the ‘spots which 
he has marked correspond to five of 
the spots marked at the drawing, his 
If less than 
five spots correspond he wi!l win noth- 
ing. If he be so lucky as to have six 
spots correspond, he will win $2. His 
winnings, with an increased number 
of corresponding spois, will be: Seven 
spats, $50; eight spots, $100; nine spots, 
$400; ten spots, $950. 

- If one pays a higher price for his 


‘ticket, his winning, provided he has 
any, will be increased in the same 
ratio. 


The drawings are sometimes held at 
one place and sometimes at another, 
the evident purpose being to, so far as 
possible, deceive the police as to where 
they are really held. While the draw- 
ing is in progress a watcher may be 
stationed so that should the police at- 
tempt a raid by the time they can get 
to where the drawing is being held they 
will probably find no evidence what- 
ever that a drawing is or has been in 
progress. 

Such beifg the case the police are 

rendered almost powerless to suppress 
the evil so long as only the present 
laws and ordinances are in force. The 
lottery games are conducted largely 
‘by higtbinders and Chinese gamblers 
who, instead of making an honest living 
by working, live upon what by means of 
these games they are able to fleece 
from the industrious Chinamen work- 
ing on the ranches or from those em- 
plcyed at the wash-houses. These 
gamblers are considered to be the most 
undesirable class of the Mongolians in 
the country and it is believed that any 
tieans by which they cam-be made to 
leave here would be a great boon to 
the city. 
..Besides, the Chinamen are not the 
only ones. who patronize the games. A 
great many Americans and Mexicans 
may also be seen buying tickets at the 
lottery agencies. From the appearance 
‘of the young men who patronize the 
places it would seem not atall unlikely 
that some of their parents would be 
much surprised and shocked if they 
were to know where their boys are 
spending their money. 

Chief of Police Glass in his annual re- 
ports to the Citv Council has repeatedly 
urged that an ordinance be passed, as 
has been done in San _ Francisco, 
making the pvssession of a _ lottery 
ticket a misdemeanor and empowering 
officers by virtue of a certain form of 
search warrant to enter suspected 
places and seize and destroy all lottery 
paraphernalia found by them. Not- 
withstanding the fact that the Chief 
has several times advocated: the taking 


fhe dealers send copies of the marked 
tickets, which they have sold, to tne 
company’s place of business, where: 
they are placed in a bundle together. 
As soon as the time for the draw- 
ing has arrived, eighty small pieces 
of paper, each of which has on it a 
oharacter corresponding to one of the 
Cighty chanacters on a lottery: ti¢éket, 
are rolled up bepirately into wads and 
Ehrown- into-a large pan. They are 
thoroughly shaken, and some one, with-

In his last annual report, submitted 
to the Council on December 11 of last 
year, the Chief says: 

“The sale of Louisiana and Mexican

| but the sale of Chinese lottery tickets 
ig as great as ever before and the num- 
ber of Chinese lottery companies hold- 
ing drawings here remains about the 
same as at the time of my last report. 
The evidence necessary under the 
present laws to convict a party of the 
crime of conducting a lottery, it is al- 
most impossible to secure, nor is it an 
easy matter to convict the venders 
for selling them. . 

“They will not sell to officers, and 
parties hired to work in these cases 
have proven very high-priced and very 
unreliable. ' 

“If your honorable body will pass an 
ordinance making the possession of a 
lottery ticket a misdemeanor the lot- 
tery vice can be suppreswed.

“Mothet” Farr, the Friend of the 
Newsboys, is in Town. 


What She Has Accomplished—Various items 
of Local Interest—People Coming 
and Going -- Rersonals 
and Brevities. 


PASADENA, March 4.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.). interesting personage, 
who is making her temporary. residence 
in Pasadena, is Mrs. Sarah L. Farr of 
Minneapolis, where she is commonly 
known as “Mother” Farr. She is the 
woman who has befriended the news- 
boys of that great city, and her work 


in this direction has made her name 
familiar’ all over the country. It was 
thirteen years ago when Mrs. Farr be- 


gan her work by inviting all of the boys 
to her home. Nineteen of them came. 
The first thing they did was to put out 
the lights im’ the roum, leaving it in 
total darkness. They made havoc with 
the furniture and incidentally fought a 
Bham battle. Then they decided to throw 
their hostess down stairs. Mrs. Farr dd 
not show any alarm, and simply said: 
“Boys, light the gas."’ They did so, and 
she never had any more trouble with 
them. Soon after she opened a gym- 
nasium, where warm luncheons were pro- 
vided on cold afternoons, before the 
boys started out to sell the evening pa- 
pers. Then she started a ootblack’s and 
Newsboy’s Savings Club, and the spare 
pennies thus accumulated soon footed up 
a respecta»le balance in the leading sav- 
ings bank of Minneapolis. Tais was the 
bevtinning of the Newsboy’s Union, which 


now boasts of a membership of about 
40, and Awhxh numbers among its grad- 
uates ‘iveny worthy and successful men, 


There .is now a Newsboy's Home estab- 
lished im Minneapolis, which is the crown- 
ing achievement of the union, but even 
greater inas are to be attempted, and it 
is hoped” soon to start a great palace 
of industry, where every homeless boy 
in the city can find work and shelter, 

‘‘Mother’’ Farr’s influence over the boys 
is spoken of as being remarkable. The 
Secret of it probably lies in the fact 
that her.own hard battle in life taught 
her to sympathize fully with the poor 
and homeless. She was early thr upon 
her own resources, with two children to 
support, but by dint of energy and per- 
severance she soon amassed cons‘derabie 
capitol, and is now conducting a success- 
ful business in Minne-poils. She is in 
California for the benefit of her health. 
fhe has recently passed through a very 
remarkable illness, which received 
extended comment in,the public press. 
Jier digestive powers were destroyed, and 
for sixty-five days she partook of no 
solid food whatever, her diet being lim- 
itted to hot water, with sometimes a lit- 
tle milk mixed in it. The case excited 
«reat interest among the medical fratern- 
ity, and Mrs. Farr has frequently been 
referred to as the rival of Dr. Tanner. 

It would not be surprising if she makes 
her presence known to the newsboys of 
Pasadena in some practical way before 
taking her departure.

The La‘est on the Wharf Question—Politica! 
Rumblings—Local térevitics. 
SANTA” MONICA, March 4.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The glimmer of a new 
light is beginning to radiate the wharf 
project, and its incandescent glow bears a 

Southern Pacific hue. 

The Trustees met in committee of the 
whole Saturday evening to cogitate upon 
the wharf election proposition. But when 
ready to act, as was generally supposed, 
they concluded not to make any imme- 
diate recommendation in their report, so 
that when they file that. document, in 
regular session Monday evening it will 
contain only the assurance that the com- 
mitte is making progress, and desires 
further time. In the committee meeting 
this report was agreed upon as the logical 
sequence of the committee's resolution to 
defer conclusion on the wharf election 
matter to some future time. 

The true inwardness of this action is 
that it. has been semi-ofticially ascer- 
tained that the Southern Pacific people 
will, in the immediate future, build a 
pleasure wharf near the Arcadia Hotel, 
and not only that, but the structure will 
be for pleasure purposes what the big 
wharf is for business, complete to the 
minutest details.

Aporararce of Ore of Jupiter's Mrons. 

In September, 1890, says Nature, Ju- 
piter’s first satellite was observed at 
the Lick Observatory, while crossing 


the disc of the planet, to appear as a. 
clo-e double spot. Among various expla- 


nations of this phenomenon was the 
suggestion that there was a bright belt 
about the moon dividing it into two 
dark hemispheres. A repetition of this 
phenomenon observed’ by Prof. Bar- 
nard, on September 25 last, shows that 
beyond doubt this explanation is cor- 
rect. The southern hemisphere appears 
to be the smaller, but this is doubtless 
a perspective effect preduced by a tilt 
toward Jupiter cf the satellite’s south 
pole. Thus another brilliant discovery 
must be credited to American astron- 
ome! s.

‘SAN BERNARDINO, March 4.—(Spe- 
cial Correspondence.) The new Sunday- 
closing ordinance is in effect today, and 
is strictly observed, practically every 
business house having its doors locked. 
Although drug stores are permitted to 
remain open to sell medicines and sur- 
gical instruments, the five in the city 
have agreed to close, save one, and each 
one to be open once in five Sundays, thus 
taking turns in rotation at opening. The 
cigar stands were all shut, though some 
smokers succeeded in securing something 
to smoke, and many complained because 
of their inability to procure cigars and 
fruits. A few bootblacks concluded that 
they could operate, and “‘shine?’’ could be 
heard with the cry of “morning papers.”’ 
The Sunday-opening advocates were 
about the streets all day complaining of 
the puritanical policy of locking the doors 
of business in the eity and endeavoring 
to kill the town. But the town has been 
unusually orderly, and the law is work- 
ing smoothly, though quite a large sum 
of money has been raised to test the va- 
lidity of the ordinance, byt so far the 
legal advisers are not decided how or 
when to take up a case. There is talk 
of arresting the head officers of the gas 
company who have to make gas on Sun- 
days to keep up the requisite pressure, 
and there was also talk today of making 
a& Case against church officers who take 
up collections in church, as being in vio- 
lation of the ordinance. So far nothing 
has been done.

Cost of Different Teas. 

(Philadelphia Record:) The ordinary 
oolong tea, costing 60 or 70 cents a 
pound, has a capacity of tibout one 
hundred and ten half-pint cups to the 
pound, while the sime amount of Cey- 
lon silver-tipped tea, costing $32. wll 
supply over fifteen hundred half-pint 
cupe, and, in addition, the beverage is 
vasifly superior to whit of common 
brands. The intrinsic value of imported 
teas mnarely exceed ‘that figure, but 
in certain instances, where the tea mar- 
ket has been cornered, as high as $175 
for a pound his been paid in London. 
Society people have lately dechared in 
Davor of the expensive teas, and the 
dainty 4 o'clock teas are no longer the 
econamical social events of yore. 


Electricity for Telegraphy. 

In an interesting account of a recent 
visit to this country, W. H. Preece, the 
English electrician, in the Electrician, 
London, says the dynamos are gradually 
replacing voltaic batteries in the United 
States as sources of electricity for tele- 
graphy, the current being obtained either 
from a separate plant or by tapping the 
electric light wires. In New York, 30,000 to 
40,000 cells have been replaced by dyna- 
mos, while in Boston 10,000 cells, which 
cost $20,000 a year, are now replaced by 
electricity from the electric-light. wires 
at $3000 a year. The Western Union Com- 

ny has a special plant of fifty-one 
small’ dynamos at New York, and forty- 
six at Chicago. Mr. Preece, however, 
prefers storage batteries, which are grow- 
ng in favor in England, their advanta- 
ges being freedom from _ breakdown, 
steadiness, and economy. 


Efiects of Corporal Punishment. 

The Lancet, London, January 27, thinks 
that there are some children in whose 
case physical punishment may have to 
be dispensed with altogether, the re- 
sults being highly dangerous to health 
and even to life. In any event, the cane 
must not be used over prominent bony 
structures, which readily become inflamed 
after injury. Thése remarks, as well as 
the case by which they are suggested— 
that of a boy whose death was recently 
traced directly to a caning received at 
school—serve to bring out the great dif- 


ferences between English and American [ 


schools in the matter of corporal punish- 
ment. 


How Plants Climb. 

So- 
ciety, London, has attempted to show 
the existence of a power in living vege- 


table protoplasm of responding to 
purely hanical external forces by- 
enveloping supportive tissues, by means 


of which the plant is enabled to resist the 
effects of gravity, tension, pressure, etc. 
He thinks that the peculiar structure of 
climbers are all the outcome of a re- 
sponse to external mechanical forces 
acting directly upon the stems, with- 
out the aid of natural selection.

RIELED 


How a Woman Was Duped by 
Her Friend. 


A Queer Case Which is Now Being Investi 
gated by the Poiice—Robbed 
of Her Money and 
Valuables. 


Shyveril days ago a comely and 
well-preserved woman of 40 or there- 
“bouts, called at police ‘headquarters, 
and, after introducing herself as Mrs. 
N. A. Boges of Prescott, Ariz., an- 
nounced that she wantéd a little per- 
sonal mutter investigated. She stated 
that some time ago she met a man 
named Edgar Moore, with whom she 
became on very intimate terms, and 
that in January last he left Prescott 
for this city, with the understanding 
that she was to follow him later, when 
both were to visit the Midwinter Fair 
together. Accordingly, about the mid- 
dle of February, she came to Los An- 
geles, and took a room on Hill strect, 
near Second. Before leaving Prescott, 
hawever, she packed a quantity of 
jewelry and other valuables, including 
a bar of gold, $220 in small gold coin, 
a gold certificate for $100, and a $10 
piece, in a box, .which she deposited 
for safe-keeping in the vault of the 
County Treasurer, whom she knew 
very well. 

After her arrival in this city Moore 
called to see her very frequently, and 
escorted her about town, much as he 
had done at Prescott. Consequenily, 
when he called at her room one even- 
ing, and, after producing three of her 
letters to him from his pocket, asked 
ber to write her signature upon the 
blank page of one of them, in order 
that he might compuire it with those 
on the letters, she laughingly com- 
plied, and thought no more of the 
matter. A few days later, much to 
her surprise, he intimated that he couid 
not carry out his plan of going to the 
fair just then, but would do so in 
May, and suggested that she return 
home meanwhile. 

This, however, she refused to do, and 
a scene ensued, when he insisted on 
his proposition being carried out. After 
he left, Mrs. Boggs thought the mat- 
ter over, and the more ene thougat 
about the matter the less she liked it. 
Finally, her suspicions being thor- 
oughly aroused, she sought the assist- 
ance of the police. The matter was 
placed in the hands of Detective 
Bosqui, who very soon learned that a 
box, similar to that dascribed by Mrs. 
Boggs, had been received at the local 
Wells-Fargo office. It was addressed to 
“Mrs. Moore, Les Ange'es,”” and hid 
been called for by Mr. Moore, but was 
not delivered to him, since he was not 
known. It was, however, delivered to 
ithe First National Bank, at the re- 
aquest of J. M. Eliott, who receipted 
for it, and, after remaining at the 
bank all night, was returned to the 
express office. On the afternoon of 
February 23, however, the box was 
delivered to Mr. Moore, upon «n or- 
der. to that effect teiegraphed from 
the agent at Prescott, and several days 
later it was reshipped to the latter 
place, and again deposited in County 
Treasurer Oliver’s vault, but, upon be- 
ing opened, was found to have been 
rifled of its contents. 

As the resukt of his investigation, 
Bosqui arrested Moore at the Natick 
House on Thursdiy last and locked 
him up in the City Jail, upon the 
oharge of grand larceny. At the time 
of his arrest Moore had $583 in cur- 
vency and coin upon his person, but 
no trace. of the gotd bar,. which bears 
the Prescott assayer’s stamp upon ii, | 
or of the other stolen property, was 
te be found. When confronted with his’ 
victim in the detective’s room, Moore
